Two special town meetings, duly warned, were 
called in 1964 by petition, at the expense of the Town 
General Fund, at which the following votes were 
taken by written ballot: 


Nov. 2, 1964 meeting. Article 2. To see what ac- 
tion, if any the Town will take with respect to EX- 
TENDING THE AREA by the Town Water System. 
(Voted NO by 33 of 61 ballots.) 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to permit 
Chester McLain to take water from the Town Water 
System by means of his own pipeline and, if so, on 
what terms and for how long. (Voted NO by 35 of 
98 ballots.) 


Dec. 21, 1964 meeting. Article 1. To see if the 
Town will vote to permit Ola McLain to take over 
water from the Town Water System by means of her 
own pipe line. (Voted NO by 41 of 64 ballots.)

Disregarding the vote of these two meetings, on 
Oct. 23, 1965 and again on Oct. 25th, Chester McLain 
connected the line he had previously laid, to the town 
water system to supply Ola McLain’s house. He 
presented a check for $50.00 to the town treasurer, 
for the “initial charge’ for water, but since his act 
had been contrary to the town vote, and since Ola 
McLain’s house is outside the area covered by the 
agreement between Guildhall and the Town of 
Northumberland, the check was returned to him by 
certified mail, which he refused to accept. 

Therefore the check has not been listed under 
town accounts by the auditors.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


A brief study of the statistical section of this re- 
port will provide the information regarding the en- 
roliment by grades of the Guildhall pupils in the 
varicus schools at the time of this writing Jan. 21, 
1968. Although the present enrollment in the 
Guildhall School as indicated is 21, the total enroll- 
ment in September 1965 was 23. 

The latest texts and instructional supplies have 
been provided by the board. The new sixties series 
of the reading system has replaced the 50’s in most 
of the grades. The new math and science series 
have also been introduced. , 

Guildhall’s share of state aid for 1965 was $7,487, 
which is identical to the amount received in 1964. 
Because of various factors that affect the amount of 
state aid alloted to each town, it is rather difficult to 
calculate a reliable estimate for 1966. However, 
barring changes in pupil enrollments and legislative 
changes in the state aid law, I will set the amount at 
approximately $7,400. 

When we consider state aid to education I feel it 
would be helpful if every citizen let his representa- 
tive to the General Assembiy Know the necessity for 
the state’s providing a substantial increase especially 
to the rural towns. The state statutory requirements 
which the towns must meet relative to the teacher’s 
minimum salary law, and the payment of high school 
tuition, are factors that must be recognized by the 
legislature. 

The board gave much thought to each ven of the 
proposed budget for the school year July 1, 1966- 
June 30, 1967. When one considers the matter of 
increasing costs, and the items referred to above, I 
feel that the amount of $24,863 is reasonable to ask 
of the voters of the school district. | 

It is my understanding that the tuition rates for 
the 1966-67 school year in the neighboring towns 
are to be as follows: Lancaster Elementary $300, 
Lancaster High $475; Groveton Elementary $328, 
Groveton High $490. 

As we face the future it seems to me that the resi- 
dents of the Guildhall School District should do 
some serious thinking and planning regarding the 
matter of school redistricting. As a suggestion, I 
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feel that it would be expedient to elect or appoint a 
committee at the Annual March Meeting whose func- 
tion would be to advise and help the school board 
study this problem. 

I wish to express my appreciation for the cooper- 
ation and help of the parents, teachers, school board, 
school nurse, and Home Dem Council during my 
tenure in this district.
